Eventually the trend came our 


way. 
Granted it could be a 


dangerous policy to underwrite 
private business with 
the

has worked successfully because 
local people everywhere have 
exercised 
caution. 
and 


thoroughly investigated the 
character and credit of loan 
applicants. 


In a few cases there have been 


defaults—El 
Dorado 
and 


Magnolia being two examples— 
but other industries quickly 
moved in to use the facilities for 
which bonds were floated, and 
the taxpayers escaped unhurt. 


I think this is a marvelous 


record. 


The bad news—also reported 


yesterday—is that Hope is 
preparing for a federal Urban 
Renewal project to the tune of 3 
million dollars. These being 
federal debt dollars you can 
understand how your editor feels 
about it. I don't understand why 
the taxpayers of America, faced 
with an ever-climbing federal 
debt, should be further burdened 
to change the looks of cities. 


It isn't that Hope is just one of 


thousands of small towns to 
which grants will be made—but 
the sad fact is that for every 
dollar 
Hope 
gets, 


metropolitan center will 
hundreds or thousands.

Hearing Is 
Postponed 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


hearing in Circuit Court here 
that had been scheduled for to- 
day over four state printing con- 
tracts has been postponed until 
Jan. 7 because of a death in the 
family of an attorney in the 
case. 


International Graphics, Inc., a 


Little Rock printing firm, filed 
the suit two weeks ago against 
Secretary of State Kelly Bryant 
and three other printing firms. 
International Graphics alleged 
that Bryant improperly rejected 
its low bid on three of the con- 
tracts and awarded one each to 
the three other firms. 


International Graphics was 


the only bidder on the fourth 
contract, but Bryant also im- 
properly rejected that bid, the 
suit said. 
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Illinois'No-Fault 
Insurance Illegal 


Master of Divinity 


CHICAGO (AP) - A judge 


has ruled Illinois' new no-fault 
auto insurance law uncon- 
stitutional, 
criminates 
but state officials say they will 
appeal the decision and they 
expect the law to take effect 
Jan. 1 as scheduled. 


Judge Daniel Covelli of Cir- 


cuit Court praised the concept 
of 
no-fault 
auto 
insurance 


Wednesday, but objected to a 
section which links pain and 
suffering claims to medical ex- 
penses. 


The law requires insurance 


companies to pay their clients' 
claims regardless of who was 
responsible for an accident, but 
a special feature limits claims 
for pain and suffering to an 
amount equal to not more than 
half of medical expenses up to 
|500 and to an amount equal to 
no more than medical expenses 
abnve $500. 


Because the poor generally 


go to public hospitals where 
charges are low, Covelli said, 
they would receive actual dol- 
lar compensation less than per- 
sons who went to more ex- 
pensive, private hospitals. The 
disparity, he ruled, would viol- 
ate the constitutional rights of 
the poor to equal protection and 
due process. 


"Persons with identical in- 


juries and requiring identical 
medical treatment," Covelli 


said, "could receive widely dis- 
parate 
amounts 
of 
com- 


pensation 
for their 
general 


contending it dis- damages, depending on purely

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie said,

state from spending money to 
administer the law. 


Appeals are expected to the 


Illinois Supreme Court, and 
perhaps the U.S. Supreme 
Court, state officials said, and 
the stays usually are granted in 
such circumstances. 


Both state officials and insur- 


ance industry spokesmen said 
the no-fault coverage would 
take effect Jan. 1, because the 
benefits already are written 
into 1972 policies.

Heavy Raid Ends 
U.S. Air Attacks

SAIGON (AP) — The heavi- 


est air attack on North Viet- 
nam in more than three years 
ended today after more than 1,- 
000 combat strikes in five days, 
the U.S. Command announced. 


Three U.S. planes were lost, 


five fliers listed as missing and 
one was rescued, the command 
said. North Vietnam claimed 14 
U.S. planes were shot down and 
a number of pilots killed or 
captured. 


The U.S. Command said one 


Air Force F4 Phantom was lost 
Sunday and its two crewmen 
are listed as missing. It said 
two Navy planes from carriers 
in the Tonkin gulf, an F4 and 
an A6, went down today, and 
only one crewman of the A6 
was rescued. 


An earlier announcement to- 


day said only one plane was 
downed during the five days of 
raids. A spokesman said an- 
nouncement of the other two 
losses was delayed until the 
search for their crews was 
completed. 


The U.S. armada of some 350 


planes and other aicraft at- 
tacked MIG Air Bases, surface- 
to-air missile sites, antiaircraft 
artillery batteries, air defense 
radar sites and fuel and supply 
depots between the 
demili- 


tarized zone and the 20th paral- 
lel of latitude. The north- 
ernmost attacks were about 80 
miles south of Hanoi. 


Hundreds of other missions 


were flown by support aircraft 
including fighters escorting the 
bombers 
to 
protect 
them 


against MIG interceptors, elec- 
tronic planes to jam the enemy 
radar, command and control 


aircraft, reconnaissance planes 
and rescue helicopters. 


It was the biggest attack on 


North Vietnam and the deepest 
penetration since the bombing 
halt on Nov. 1, 1968. 


"The strikes were terminated 


at 3:36 p.m. today," the U.S. 
Command said in a statement. 
"A damage assessment review 
is in progress. When informa- 
tion becomes available, addi- 
tional details will be provided. 
We have nothing further to add 
at this time." The sharp escala- 
tion in the air war began Sun- 
day, one week after five U.S. 
planes were shot down during 
operations along the border be- 
tween North Vietnam and Laos. 


Official pilots' reports reach- 


ing Saigon said poor weather- 
mostly low clouds—prevented 
an accurate assessment of the 
damage done by the raids.

A series of mountain ridges 
"wrinkled like an elephant's 
hide, but... uniquely Martian," 
has been photographed by a 
camera aboard the Mariner 9 
spacecraft, a scientist says. 


"We're never seen anything 


like this on either the earth or the 
moon," a project scientist said 
Wednesday at the Jet Propulsion 


Laboratory, which is conducting 
the camera probe of the red 
planet. 


Mariner 9, in orbit around 


Mars since Nov. 13, took the 
television picture on Dec. 17 just 
south of the planet's equator. It 
was relayed from an altitude of

Urban Renewal to Bring 
Big Change Downtown 


With outlying areas especially in the 1-30 area 


changing face the proposed Urban Renewal 
Project will so change the face of downtown 
Hope even more drastically. 


When completed Second Street from Elm to 


Walnut downtown will be converted into a 
pedestrian shopping mall with no automobile 
traffic allowed. Main Street from Third to Front 
Street will be made into a semi-mall with a 
serpentine-type street and protective off-street 
parking. 


Four parking lots will also be constructed in 


the downtown area. The first will be located at 
the corner of Third and Elm Streets. It will ex- 
land from the alley behind Cox Drug Store and 
Collier's Furniture and Appliance to Third 
Street, east to the alley next to the Chamber of 
Commerce, then north to the alley back of 
Owen's Store. 


A second lot will be at the corner of Elm and 


Front Streets. It runs from the alley next to 
Cobb's Radio & TV service to the corner of Front 
Street and east 88 feet from the corner of Main 


Street. 


Another parking lot will be the corner of Front 


and Walnut Streets. This area will extend from 
the alley behind Jack's News Stand east to the 
corner of Walnut Street, then north to the alley 
behind Barry's grocery. 


The fourth downtown lot will occupy the half- 


block at the corner of Walnut and Third Streets 
except for the Hope Star building and will run to 
the alley behind Lambert's restaurant. 


Cost of the entire Urban Renewal Project is 


estimated at $3,065,185 of which $2,398,000 will be 
provided by a federal grant. The city's non-cash 
local grants and aid total $715,800. Work done on 
Sixth Street and now being done on South Main 
count of $271,000 of the city's obligation, leaving 
$444,800 as the city's part. However, there are 
many more project completed and in process 
that will further drop the city's obligation. 


In all probability the project will get started 


soon after January 1, 1972 with simultaneous 
work on the downtown and Southeast Corner part 
which is the Hazel Street area.

Unemployment 
Rate Is Low 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Employment Security Di- 
vision reported Wednesday that 
the unemployment rate in Ar- 
kansas dropped from 5.4 to 5 
per cent from October to No- 
vember, the lowest level since 
April 1970. 


Nationally, the rate increased 


from 5.8 to 6 per cent. 


just a short-term phenomenon. 


According to the estimate, 


the rate dropped to 17.3 births 
per thousand people, a dramat- 
ic dip over the 18.3 births per 
thousand recorded in 1970. The 
rate is based on an estimated 
3,591,000 births this year. 


Although final figures won't 


be in until February or March, 
Census officials are now almost 
certain their preliminary esti- 
mates will be borne out in the 
final count since the birth fig- 
ures for January through Octo- 
ber are known to be well below 
last year's rate. 


Not since the years of the 


Depression during the 1930s has 
the birth rate been so low. But 
the 1971 estimated rate, even 
with a decline, still implies con- 
tinued growth of the U.S. pcpii- 
lation.

Census officials are cautious 


about trying to interpret what 
the 1971 decline means, leat 
they be caught by a sudden up- 
surge in 1972. An increase had 
been anticipated because of the 


relatively 
large 
number of 


women of prime child-bearing 
age.

that either women have decided 
to have smaller families or 
have postponed plans for more 
children for various reasons, 
such as the state of the national 
economy and fears of such 
things as inflation and unem- 
ployment.

Hanson, said it was the lowest 
toll since 
the week 
ending 


March 1, 1965, when no Ameri- 
cans were reported killed in ac- 
tion. This was just before the 
big U.S. troop buildup started. 


The weekly casualty summa- 


ry today was the 12th in succes- 
sion to report less than 10 
American combat dead. Last 
week the total was* seven. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that five Americans 
died last week of nonhostile 
causes and 29 were wounded in 
action. There were 15 nonhos- 
tile deaths and the week before.

Of course anyone interested 


already knows Muskie is run- 
ning. 


But no matter that his an- 


nouncement in advance of his 
formal announcement declared 
a candidacy that had been ob- 
vious for a year. 


For announcements by men 


seeking the White House sel- 
dom are staged for purposes of 
information; they are instead 
exercises in political theater. 


Given the financial and or- 


ganizational demands of mod- 
ern campaigning, the question 
answered when a serious con- 
tender makes his formal an- 
nouncement of candidacy is no 
longer whether he will run, it is 
when he will say that he is run- 
ning. 


Former 
Sen. Eugene 
J. 


McCarthy of Minnesota, who 
slid into the current Democrat- 
ic campaign 
with what 
he 


called "a sort of announce- 
ment," described the exercise 
of 
declarcng 
candidacy 
this 


way: 


"A formal announcement is 


when you do it in the Senate 
Caucus Room with your family 
at your side." 


The 
Caucus 
Room 
is 
a 


marble-columned hearing room 
with plenty of space so that 
supporters can flock in to ap- 
plaud 
when the announcing 


candidate does what everybody 
knew he was going to do. 


It is where McCarthy, on 


Nov. 30, 1968, announced he 
would challenge former Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. It Ls 
where the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy declared his candida- 
cy. 


In the Caucus Room last Nov. 


19, Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington, his family at his 
side, announced he is a candi- 
date for the 1972 nomination. 


Sen. Fred R. Harris of Okla- 


homa used that hall to an- 
nounce his- Candidacy, but 
chose a smarter, 'out-of-the-way 
hearing room to announce six 
weeks-later that he was quitt- 
ing the race for lack of money.

Didn't Collect 
Tax Potential 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A re- 


search report contends that If 
Arkansas had utilized all of its 
revenue potential the state could 
have collected an additional 
$153,528,000 in tax revenues last 
year. 


The report was prepared for 


the Southern Regional Educa- 
tion Board by Kenneth E. Quin- 
dry, a research professor at the 
Center for Business and Eco- 
nomic Research at the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee. 


It is a comparative review of 


the effectiveness with which 
each state uses potaitial tax re- 
sources available to them. 


According to the report, Ar- 


kansas collected $26,908,000 more 
than the yield collectable at the 
national average rate on taxes 
on tobacco products, insurance, 
automobile licenses and gaso- 
line. 


But the report said Arkansas 


fell $180,434,000 below the na- 
tional average on the remaining 
11 tax measures employed in the 
state. The general property tax 
accounted 
for 
the 
greatest 


amount of "unutilized" tax po- 
tential. The report said it was 
$104,670,000 below the national 
average.

Halas Fires Jim Dooley,

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U.S. Justice Packages Refused, Malta Stunned 
Harlan Dies Act Uncivilized 
of Cancer

WASHINGTON (AP) - John 


Marshall Harlan, a Supreme 
Court justice who repeatedly 
opposed use of the legal system 
as the machinery for social re- 
form, is dead of cancer at age 
72. 


His death in a Washington 


hospital Wednesday prompted 
President Nixon to call Harlan 
"one of the 20th century's gi- 
ants on the Supreme Court." 


Harlan retired Sept. 23 after 


18 years on the court. More 
than a month earlier, he had 
been hospitalized for what was 
first described as a backache 
then later acknowledged to be 
bone cancer. 


William H. Rehnquist, a for- 


mer assistant attorney general" 
and a strong conservative also, 
will replace Harlan on the high 
court Jan. 7. 


At Harlan's bedside when he 


died in George Washington Uni- 
versity Hospital were Justice 
Potter 
Stewart; 
Harlan's 


daughter, Mrs. E.H. Dillingham 
of New York City; and three 
sisters. 


Later, Stewart said of his for- 


mer colleague: "Mr. Justice 
Harlan was more than just a 
scholarly judge. He was a hu- 
man being of great worth." 


"For us here at the court he 


was more than a learned col- 
league. He was a

Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger said Harlan's career as a 
lawyer in public service was 
virtually unmatched. 


"His careful, thoughtful opin- 


ions covering a wide range of 
important constitutional ques- 
tions constitute a legacy to the 
court and the country 
and 


through these, his wise counsel 
will remain with us and to fu- 
ture members of the court," 
Burger said. 


It was in his prolific research 


and legal scholarship that Har- 
lan took greatest pride, as well 
as continuing a family legacy 
in the law and on the high 
court. 


Harlan was the grandson and 


namesake 
of the Supreme 


Court Justice who, in 1896, cast 
the only dissenting Vote'against 
establishing the racial doctrine 
of "separate but equal." The 
high court overturned that doc- 
trine in 1954—the year before 
Harlan was appointed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon 
said 
today 
North 


Vietnam has refused to accept 
more than 900 gift packages 
mailed to American prisoners 
of war and men listed as miss- 
ing in action. 


Defense Department spokes- 


man Jerry W. Friedheim called 
the action "inhumane and un- 
civilized." 


He said the North Vietnam- 


ese were violating their own es- 
tablished policy. 


"This is the first time since 


the bimonthly package arrange- 
ment was announced by Hanoi 
two years ago tliat any substan- 
tial number of packages for 
confirmed prisoners have been 
returned," Friedheim said. 


"On a few previous occasions 


Hanoi refused some packages, 
claiming —usually incorrectly— 
that they were overweight." 


The packages were mailed by 


families of men listed as POWs 
or as missing in accordance, 
Friedheim said, "with North 
Vietnam's announced policy of 
permitting U.S. prisoners to re- 


ceive one 6.6 pound package ev- 
ery two months." 


The rejected packages were 


mailed in August and October, 
Friedheim said. 


The packages were returned 


to the U.S. Postal Service by 
the 
Soviet 
Postal 
Adminis- 


tration, which has been the me- 
dium through which letters and 
packages have been routed to 
Vietnam. 


The rejected 
packages are 


being processed by the Postal 
Service in New York and will 
be returned to the senders in 
the next few days, Friedheim 
said. 


The 
Pentagon 
spokesman 


noted that there has been a 
sharp decline in the volume of 
letters from U.S. prisoners dur- 
ing 1971, a total of 1,500 com- 
pared with almost 2,700 last 
year. 


Friedheim 
recalled 
that 


Hanoi has announced it would 
accept an 11 pound Christmas 
package for each prisoner but 
that "we have no confirmation 
that the December packages 
have reached the prisoners." 


New Regulations for 
Food Stamp Program 


Alma 
Drew, 
Hempstead 


County Social Services Director 
announced today that effective 
January 1, 1972 there will be 
revisions in the Food Stamp 
Program, because of new 
regulations issued by the United 
States 
Department 
of 


Agriculture. 


In view of these changes 


everyone that has been par- 
ticipating in the program should 
bring more money when they 
come in to purchase coupons this 
coming month. 


For example, if a household of 


four has an income of $210, under 
the old plan they payed $60 for 
$106 worth of coupons. Under the 
new plan that goes into effect 
January 1, the same household 
with a monthly income of $210 
pays $59 for $108 worth of 
coupons. 


Another example, under the 


old plan if a person living alone 
had an income of $105 they payed 
$18 and received $28 worth of 
cpupone, Underjtjhe new p}an fhis, 
same person will pay $18 and 
receive $32 worth of coupons. 


Under the old plan where there 


is a two person household with an 
income of $200 per month they 
payed $36 and recived $56 worth

of coupons. This same household 
under the new plan pays $48 and 
receives $60 worth of coupons. 


The basic change in these new 


regulations is that the allowable 
income standards have been 
raised so that more people are 
now eligible for coupons. 


For example, under the old 


plan a household of four could not 
have a monthly income of over 
$240 in order to be eligible. Under 
the new regulations a household 
of four may have a monthly 
income of up to $360. 


Participants in the food stamp 


program must be certified as 
eligible by the county social 
service office and must par- 
ticipate regularly Eligibility is 
determined by income and the 
number of persons in the family.

grants and some who are not, 
may be eligible for the program.

LONDON (AP) — Britain to- 


day prepared to pull its forces 
out nf Malta after telling Prime 
Minister Dom Mintoff that his 
price for the Mediterranean 
island's naval and air bases 
was too high. There was specu- 
lation that the Russians would 
pay 
if 
the 
NATO 
allies 


wouldn't. 


Many Maltese were stunned 


at the news that Mintoff was 
ready to sever the island's 170- 
year-old ties with Britain. Mal- 
ta's police force was put on a 
general alert in case of trouble 
in the streets from pro-British 
factions. 


Malta's fiery Socialist prime 


minister has demanded $46.8 
million a year for allowing 
Britain to keep army, navy and 
air force units stationed on the 
island that was a strategic for- 
tress in World War II but is no 
longer considered vital to the 
Western allies. 


Britain and its partners in 


the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization offered J24.7 million, 
plus $18.2 million spread over 
five years. The showdown after 
months of negotiations came 
Wednesday when Mintoff de- 
manded $11 million immediate- 
ly, and Britain refused. Mintoff 
told the British to get out by 
Friday, and Britain responded 
by ordering her 3,500 service- 
men and their 7,000 dependents 
on the island to prepare to 
leave. 


The British said, however, 


that it would take until March 
31 to get their forces out. They 
pointed out that they paid Min- 
toff $12.3 million as rent on the 
bases until then. 


The British have been paying 


$11 Ms million a year for the 
naval base and two airfields. 


Mintoff 
has 
frequently 


stressed that if the British go, 
he would not allow the Rus- 
sians or any other foreign pow- 
er to establish a presence on 
the island. 


But Malta—population 325,- 


000—is in financial straits, its 
bases are all it has to sell, and 
the Russians are the only other 
prospective customer. 


• 
If Britain pulls out, Malta;? 


loses the base rent, plus an .es- 
timated $13 million a year 
spent on the island by the Brit- 
ish servicemen and their fami- 
lies. And to 6,000 presently 
unemployed will be added an- 
other 6,500 who work for the 
British. 


Mintoff has signed trade ac- 


cords with the Soviet Union and 
several Eastern bloc countries, 
but the details are not known. 
He has also been in close con- 
tact with the oil-rich revolution- 
ary regime of neighboring Lib- 
ya. 


Malta's people, however, are 


very pro-British and oriented 
toward Western Europe, and a 
lurch into the Communist or 
Arab orbit could unseat Min- 
toff's Labor government, which 
has a majority of one in Parlia- 
ment. The government survived 
a parliamentary vote of no con- 
fidence by 28 to 27 Wednesday 
night. 


Manpower Funds 
in Wrong Areas 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


coordinator of the state Man- 
power Council said Wednesday 
that part of the federal man- 
power training and employment 
funds in Ai kansas might not be 
going to areas where they are 
most needed. 


E. E. "Red" Wheeler, the co- 


ordinator, told the council that 
several state officials had sug- 
gested that unemployment fig- 
ures were not always an accur- 
ate guage of the counties where 
the needs for manpower pro- 
grams were the most critical. 


Wheeler said that some heavi- 


ly populated areas with very 
low unemployment rates may 
have a much greater concentra- 
tion of unemployed persons than 
rural counties with higher un- 
employment rates 


The council received a pro- 


posed formula from its staff for 
determining the areas where 
the greatest needs tor man- 
power programs are in the fu- 
ture. 


The state receives several 


million dollars each year in fed- 
eral support for more than a 
dozen programs aimed at help- 
ing persons obtain jobs 


The council will act on the 


proposed formula at its next 
meeting Jan 26
